ATLANTA, Ga. — They don't call 


them American Commandos, but that 
is what the .men of the U. S. Marines' 
.Amphibious Corps really are. These 
"Marine landing parlies, trained not 
for defense, but for slashing attack, 
are virtually the same type of troops 
as the famed British Commandos. 


To a public hungry for news of 


what our armed forces are doing, the 
'ft. S. Marines point with unbashful 
pride to their amphibious organiza- 
tions. Ever since the President an- 
nounced the state of limited emer- 
gency in 1940, the Marine Corps has 
been training, special troops as an 
Assault force. Today they're ready. 
** These "American Commandos" are 
tough—make no mistake about it. 
They're trained in everything from 
jiu-jitsu to the toughest major of- 
fensive. If the enemy doesn't want 
to play according to 
Marquis of 


^ueensberry rules, then the Marines 
will play his way—only better. For 
close-in fighting, they're taught to use 
either razor-edged knives or bayo- 
nets; they're taught to use 
knees, 


thumbs and feet if no weapons are 
Inft to them. 
•'"There's nothing the British Com- 
mandos have that we haven't got," 
declacs Major Meigs O. Frost, Marine 
Corps public relations officer for the 
South.

Roughly, the Amphibious Force is

^Aflcr six weeks ol this basic train- 
ing, potential parachutists are sent 
to Lakehurst, N. J., for further train- 
ing and toughening; the rest of the 
men selected for tese outfits either 
continue at San Diego or are sent 
t;t> New River, N. C. 


Paramarines are trained to step out 


of 
planes at extremely low alti- 


tudes. Each man is armed with pistol, 
knife and sack of hand grenades; each 
man knows how to cut high-tension 
"•Jres safely, how to wreck complical- 
Ja machinery; how to demolish bridg- 
es and buildings; and how to fight 
his way out of a tough spot.

were honestly measured by the yard- 
stick of salary. A man learns from 
books so that he may understand, 
simply for its own sake. What he 
earns thereby is merely what the 
world at the moment judges his fash- 
ion of learning to be worth. It isn't 
worth much when bread is scarce. 
It isn't worth much when a foreign 
enemy threatens our shore. 


Not always is so pessimistic a judg- 


ment true. But it is true that no 
nation and no individual is entirely 
safe from hunger or defeat who has 
forgotten the fundamental value of 
skill with hands or tools. It is the 
first of all human accomplishments 
—and the one instantly ranked high- 
est when real emergency confronts 
us,

It won't do to become too optimis- 


tic, but there are evidences that Wash- 
ington is making ready to get hard- 
boiled about the few thousands of 
non-alien enemies who are deliberate- 
ly sabotaging our war effort from 
within.

tice • has 
acted against George W.

Shirts, in Chattanooga; Rudolph Fahl 
of Denver; Robert Noble, and Ellis 
O. Jones of Los Angeles; and William 
Dudley Pclley, Silver Shirts leader, 
arrested in Connecticut and taken to 
Indianapolis. 


One need only consider the geo- 


graphical distribution of these arrests 
to guess they are not the individual 
acts of zealous local prosecutors. They 
are first steps to carry out a. more 
realistic policy on the part of the 
nation's top Jaw officer, the attorney 
general. 


As Mr. Biddle bears down, there 


will be outraged screams from cer- 
tain professional defenders of 
the 


civil liberties. Some will be sincere 
and others disingenuous. To our mind, 
the most charitable tiling that can 
be said of any such protest will be 
that it is dangerously 
shortsighted 


and mistaken. 


Reiterating lifelong devotion to ev- 


ery freedom guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution and to some others, we urge 
Attorney General Biddle not to be 
swerved in any way from going to 
town on every fifth columnist his 
capable G-men can find in this coun- 
try. 


This is not, in any way, denial of 


those freedoms of speech and of the 
press without which American demo- 
cracy could not endure. Neither is it 
a call for witch-burning, for the sort 
of hysterical oppression which dis- 
graced the administration of justice af- 
ter the World War. 


Rather, it is frank recognition that 


these United States are pock-marked 
with both naturalized and native-born 
Americans who in word, deed and 
thought, deliberately are 
betraying 


this country to its foreign enemies. 


There is no excuse today, if ever 


there was, for permitting these trait- 
ors to sell out their country with 
impunity. We know what happened 
to other democracies which were too 
leninent in the name of the conven- 
tional freedoms. 


Francis Biddle is a liberal of per- 


suasion. He has been reluctant to 
stick a toe into the hot water of re- 
pression. He has delayed so long, in 
fact, that his super-caution has won 
for itself the apt epithet "Biddling." 


Under such a chief law officer, there 


is no danger of any repetition of the 
Mitchell Palmer scandals. The menace 
is rather that even with a praise- 
worthy start, we may proceed 
too 


sliwly against the Judases in our 
midst. 


Permit us to commend Mr. Biddle on 


the steps he has taken thus far, and 
to express the hope that they may 
portend a complete end to Biddling.

Hempstead Oil 
Test Is Center 
of Attention

STAMPS — Attention is being turn- 


ed this week on the Hempstead coun- 
ty test drilled by Hygrade Producing 
Company at its Copeland No. 1 in 
section 32-14-24. Reports were current 
of Smackovor lime encountered at 
rather a higher level than was ex- 
pected. Total depth now is around 6,- 
300 feet. The final outcome of the 
lest should be determined in 'another 
week. Meanwhile the Midway field 
added another producer to its grow- 
ing list this week in the Barnsdall 
Oil Company's Creek No. 1 section 10- 
15-24 
which topped porosity at 6420 


feet. The lest was swabbed and clean- 
ed then shut in to await construc- 
tion of storage tanks. No official gauge 
has been made, but operators report 
it to bo a good well. 


A 12lh producer js expected to be 


flowing by Sunday barring unexpect- 
ed difficulty in Barnsdall's Roberts 
No .1. Plug was drilled today, but 
operators say the test will probably 
require at least two or three days 
before final completion. Porosity was 
topped at 6420 feel. Total depth is 
G470 feet. 


Production pipe was being run Sat- 


urday at the Company's Roberts No. 2 
section 11-15-24 which topped the sat- 
uration at the high o£ 6313 feet re- 
viving interest in the field. Total 
depth is 6463 feet. A production test 
will probably be made some time next 
week. 


Other activities in the Midway area 


include: Gene Goff's McClain No. 1 
section 14-15-24 drilling at 5300 feet. 
Barnsdall's Roberts No. 3 same sec- 
tion was below 3800 feet. 


Three new locations were announced 


by Barnsdall for the field this week, 
they .are, The Powell No. 1 section 
10-15-24, the Roberts No. 4 and No. 5 
in section 11-15-24, • east wells. Roads 
are now being constructed to these 
locations. Southwood Oil Company al- 
so expects to begin next week at its 
Hodnelt No. 1 in section 18-15-24. 


Six miles south of the McKamie 


field, McAlcster. Fuel Oil Company 
continues to drill at its Jeffus No. 1 
wildcat in section 4-19-23. A total 
depth of 10,218 feet has been reached, 
making it the deepest by far of any 
test ever drilled in this state. 


In the McKamie field, Carter Oil 


Company expects to begin by the first 
of the week at its Marble Hanes No. 3 
in section 36-17-23. 


A new location was announced this 


week by Tidewater Associated to be 
known as the Bendow No. 1 section 
32-17-24. Only one well has been drill- 
ed in that area which is a good six 
miles west of the McKamie field.

No Sevastopol 
Gun Metal 
LONDON—(/P)—Victoria Crosses will 


no longer be made from guns captured 
at Sevastopol during the Crimean war 
bul they will still remain the highest 
award a British soldier may win for 
outstanding bravery. 


When Queen Victoria instiluled the 


decoration 86 years ago she decreed 
it should be made from cannons cap- 
tured by British forces at Sevastopol. 
The order was strictly followed but 
now that supply of metal has become 
exhausted. 


"In future the Maltese crosses will 


be made from gun metal supplied by 
the Mint," stid the director of the 
jewelry concern which has been mak- 
ing the decorations since days when 
first one awarded Midshipman Charles 
David Lucas for throwing a live shell 
from the deck of his ship into the Bal- 
lic sea in 1854. 


Locked in the strong room of the 


jeweller who makes the crosses is a 
ledger recording names and deeds of 
the nearly 1,190 winners of the award.

County Men 
Attend Meet 


Twelve Hempstead county egg pro- 


ducers, buyers and farm leaders at- 
tended the District Egg Grading School 
at Nashville Friday conducted under 
the auspices of Arkansas Extension 
Service in cooperation with the U. S. 
Agricultural M.'u-keting Service. 


Under the Stcagall Amendment to 


the Agricultural Adjustment Act egg 
producers have protection of 85 per 
cent of parity price for marketable 
eggs. Most states hvae been practicing 
grading eggs so have increased their 
kuality and marketing conditions so 
that their eggs can qualify for sale 
under this protective provision. Ar- 
kansas has no eg grading law and 
eggs are marketed as eggs without any 
regard to grade or condition. The 
grading school was to acquaint the 
leaders with the problems confront- 
ing Arkansas eggs at the present time 
and steps that will be necessary to 
overcome the situation.

Poultry 


Specialist, J. O. Kumpe, Extension 
Marketing Specialist and Frank Santo 
in charge of egg program of the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Administration in 
the Southern Stales conducted the 
school. They informed and demonstrat- 
ed to the group the low quality of 
eggs in this section duo to handling, 
producers, and marketing methods and 
said that breaking plants which were 
buying large majority of the eggs for 
the government at the present time 
were not going to continue the pur- 
chase of low quality eggs due to the 
high bacteria count which made them 
unfit for food for soldiers, sailors and 
export. 


Extension Agents with the coopera- 


tion of egg producers and buyers will 
at an early date inaugurate an educa- 
tional program so that local eggs may 
continue to be purchased at satisfac- 
tory prices.

No'Best Date' 
for Planting 
Corn Crops 


There Is no "Best date" for plant- 


ing corn, reports Oliver L. Adams, 
county agon I. 


Long-time studies conducted by the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture on dates of planting corn 
show Hint no best dale for planting 
corn can bo determined in advance, be- 
cause yields of corn ore dependent to 
a hirge extent on weather conditions, 
which vary from year to year. 


Tests conducted nl Iho College's Cot- 


Ion Branch Experiment Station shwo 
that in 1928 the best yields with Pay- 
master were obtained from a planting 
made on April 15. The yield Was 59.1 
bushels per acre. Plantings made on 
May 15 yielded 3!i.4 bushels per acre, 
while; June 1 plantings yields 45.7 bus- 
hels per acre. In 1934, however the re- 
sults were entirely 
different. 
The 


Juno 1 planting led wtih a yield of 
35.2 bushels per acre, while the May 
15 and April 15 plantings gave 20.7 
and 19.1 bushels per acre, respective- 
ly. The May 15 plantings were best 
in 1938 with n yield of 31.6 bushels 
per acre, compared to 21.9 bushels 
per acre for the June 1 planting and 
23.G bushels per acre for the April 
15 planting. 


Similar results, which 
have been 


obtained at other locations where dat- 
es of planting tests have been con- 
ducted, prove that the most prac- 
tical way of ensuring a corn crop is 
to divide the acreage to be planted 
into at least three parls: One part 
to bo planted early, one part to be 
planted late, and tho third part to be 
planted at an intermediate date, the 
county agent said.

U.S. Carves Air 
Line in Jungles

WASHINGTON--!! will lake six Ions 


of strawberry jam to keep in opera- 
lion Ihe new U. S. aerial supply roule 
across Africa, during ils firsl year. No, 
nol for Ihe planes—for Ihe men who 
liave carved , this airline oul of Ihe 
jungles and. for Ihe personnel they 
will transporl from Ihe Congo on 
Africa's west coast to Egypt and the 
Middle East. 


The-full story of this military sup- 


ply route and its development can't 
be told till after the war is over. But 
enough can be revealed now—includ- 
ing lhat vital strawberry jam stalislic 
—to show that this is one of the most 
striking and successful chaplers of the 
U. S. war effort thus far. 


Sixty-one days after Ihe President 


announced this route, last Augusl, the 
first plane covered its 2500 miles or 
more across jungle and desert. And 
now, a mere seven months afler the 
conception of the idea, it is a full 
fledged transcontinental airline with 
all the trimmings, includding 144 gar- 
bage cans, a couple pianos, a couple 
billiard tables, five dozen shoeshine 
kits ,1220 ash trays, '28 dozen sheels 
and '750 cases of beer, coke and fizz 
water, to mention some of the crazier 
and more unrelated Hems. 


Entire Personnel is Ilandpickcd 
Organizalion of this job came under 


General Robert Olds of the U. S. 
Air Forces Ferry Command, who sup- 
ervises the route, schedules,-priorilies 
and flow of supplies over this artery 
to the east. Pan American Airways 
has provided much of the manpower, 
built the airbases along Ihe route and 
aided in operating the service. 


The hundreds of men required to 


put the line in service were all hand- 
picked and the search for additional 
personnel is slill on. Every man had 
to be in perfect health, pass a rigid 
physical examination and then be in- 
oculaled nine times. Pilots had to 
have 800 hours. The medical contin- 
gent under Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshell 
had to know about tropical diseases. 
At one time last fall a third of the 
force was down with malaria. That 
has been reduced to less than 1 per 
cent. 


The supply problem was tremendous. 


Every nail, screw, stick of lumber, 
spool of thread, hospital and machine 
shop had to be assembled in the 
United States and shipped to Africa. 
Pre-fabricated houses weighing 44 tons 
each, five thousand cases of construc- 
lion equipmenl, 2000 cases of electrical 
equipment and machinery, 5000 bun- 
dles of structural steel and a million 
board feel of lumber made up some oi 
Ihe bulkier ilems. 


It was decided lo ship a full year's 


supply of food wilh Ihe expedilion 
Consequenlly, dielilians were callec 
in and a full year's menus were work- 
ed out. Meals are repeated only three 
limes a monlh, but just the same, the 
cooks know what the men will be eat- 
ing come Fourth of July.

A Million Children 
Dr. Baumgartner (Ph.D. and M. D., 


Yale University) is a pediatrician oi 
iote. The bureau she now heads sup- 
ervises the care of more than 1,000,000 
children of school age and 90,000 un- 
der' school age every year. 


"American children are much health- 
er now lhan Ihey used to be, and more 
rabies live to grow up," she says. "In 
915 out of every 1,000 live births in 
this country 100 babies died in the first 
year. In 1940 in the same number of 
ive births, only 47 died. 


"The health of children should be 


one of the firsl concerns of a com- 
munity, yet there are people today 
who refuse to contribute to commun- 
ity funds used for that purpose be- 
cause they are 'contributing everything 
to war bonds. 


Elsa Rogo, California-born painter 


and art teacher, believes "children 
plus paint can contribute materially 
to the betterment of inlernalional re- 
lations and understanding." (Miss Rogo 
is now exhibiting in New York chil- 
dren's paintings done by her classes 
in Mexico and Vermont.)

"The economic outlook for Hemp- 


stead County formers is favortible," 
Oliver L. Adiims, county ngent, snid 
riiiu-sclay. This is especially ti-uc for 
those fiirmers who produce' their own 
feed supply mid otherwise practice a 
live-iit-homc program. 


Considering production costs, 
he 


said that present farm prices, al- 
though not high, are more favorable 
to the fanner than at any time during 
the last 20 years. 


When considered alone, the price 


•eccivcd by farmers is not a good 
yardstick for measuring the pros- 


erity of our rural people, reports 


ss Mauncy of the University of Ar- 


cansas College of Agriculture. The 
extension economist pointed out that 
he relationship between prices re- 
ceived and prices paid is a much bct- 
er measure of prosperity. At pre- 
sent, he said, there is a pretty good 
jalance between cost o£ production 
•md the prices received. However, dur- 
ng the last few months, cost of pro- 
luction has been davnncing faster 
nan farm prices, and should this 
continue, farmers will soon be opernt- 
ng again at an economic disadvnnt- 
ge, as they did prior to the advance 
n farm prices in 1941. 


"As we go into full war produc- 
ion," Mauncy said, "more people will 
ic working at higher rates of pay.

East—birthplace of Christianity, Juda-

Alexander the Great conquered the

Western Europe became interested
